FIRE ON BOARD A P, AND O. 
‘ LINER, 

A correspondent who was on board the P, and 
O, steamer Somali when a fire occurred on board , 
on May 29uh in the Bay of Biscay, gives the 
following account of what. happoned. Tho 
Somali, which left Marvvilles on’ May 24th, 
entered tho Bay of Blsony on Monday ovoning. ° 
At half-past three on Tuosday morving a densa 
fog came on and the vessel slowed down, At 
a quarter to eight smoke was seeu coming from 
a botchway, and it was found that the cargo in 
hold No. + (aff) was on fire, just under the. 
passengers’ baggage-room. ‘Tbe flames got a 
firm hold of the dargo, which was mainly jast 
aud linseed, and, although all the available hose 
wag (urned on, the fire reached the baggage, and 
algo spread to the purger's room, the storo-room,; 
and the refrigoration chambers. The for 
continued throughont the day and night, - 
the steamer going at half-specd or less, 
About midnight it was announced-that' the lire 
had been got under, but the cargo had been 
almost entirely destroyed by fire and smoke, 
‘The hatchways- were opened. on Wednesday 
morving and the passengers’ luggage was 
brought up. Almost every package wai found 
to have bevn ruined by fire or water, and many 
packages were charred to cinders. [Ea explan- 
ation of the soaking of part of the baggayo, it 
was said that, finding it impossible to resoh the 
fire effectively with the hose, the captain had 
ordered the sea-cocks to be opened so as to flood 
the hold: The Somali, with the whole of her 
stores destroyed (the fire had made a clain Swoep - 
of the stora-rooms), made for Plymouth, where 
she arrived on Wednesday night at nine o'clock, 
She had then twenty-seven feet of water in the 
after-hold and her stern was deep in the water. 
The feeding of the passengers ou tho last day‘ 
waa difficult, but, fortunately, just eno y 
provisions had been brought on deck before the 
store: rooms boca ue ‘napproachable.

Mr, Acting-Conan! Crowe, of Tamsui, has 
written a report on this subject which is 
published as No. G19 of the Foreign Office

Although gold apyears to have beon dixcovored 
for the first time in Formosa as fur back as the 
fifteonth century, and its presence known to the 
Dutch as woll as to. Koxipga’a rotainors during. 
(heir eceupation of the island, it is a curious 
faet that the Chineso were unaware of the 
woalth which lay near them until 1890, whon, 
during tho construction of tha ‘Taipoh-Koolung 
Ruilway somo.of the ovoligs working noar the 
Keelung River came across a few particles of the 
glittering metal. From then onwards Chinese 
came over from the muinland in large numbers 
and the placer. mining along the Kealung 
Rivor and in. the Kyufon. Hilla became an 
important industry, althongh little attention 
was paid to quartz mining, In 1895 the
